To fill in the extensive void in 
knowledge about ocean tempera- 
tures, the Scripps Institution, a

rudimentary wartime observations 
made for the Navy into a large- 
scale project of plotting heat varia- 
tions throughout the Pacifie and 
Indian Oceans, 

Since temperatures not only at 
the surface but at every level are 
significant, since the average depth 
of the earth's oceans is estimated 
at three miles, and since tempera- 
tures may change from hour to 
hour, very many observations might 
be taken at a single point. Since the 
area covered in the Scripps survey 
is about 100,000,000 square miles, 
it will be a long time before even 
superficial observations can be 
completed. 


The Bathythermomograph 
Complicating the task is the 
fact that scientific temperature 
readings cannot be taken just by 
dunking a thermometer on a string. 
Oceanographers use a bathyther- 
momograph, a brass cylinder about 
a yard long weighing about thirty 
pounds, It contains apparatus that 
records temperature, as the cylin- 
der is lowered on a cable, by a 
stylus scratch across a smoked- 
glass plate one inch by two inches. 
In the laboratory these plates, 
marked with the location, date and 
time, are photographed through a 
grid that measures the scratch, 
The result is a graph of the tem- 
perature variation at different 
depths at one point, he 
The areas on whch studies are 
concentrated at present are in the 
Aleutian Island region, the stretch 
between California and Hawaii, 
and between Hawaii and the South 
Pacific Islands—shipping and fish-

Pennsylvania Makes Claim 
To ‘Kentucky Rifle’ Title 


LANCASTER, PA, — Pennsyl- 
vania has claimed the so-called 
“Kentucky rifle’ as its own and 
thereby precipitated a storm of 
controversy in the Bluegrass State. 

Pennsylvania hailed the gun’s 
maker as one of the Keystone 
State’s greatest pioneers. Kentuck- 
ians scoffed. ‘Tis true, they con- 
ceded, that it wasn’t a Kentuckian 
who made the rifle, but it built 
its greatest claim to fame in the 
hands of pioneer Kentuckians like 
George Rogers Clark and Daniel 
Boone, 


The Ketuckians went on to point 
out that if Pennsylvania wanted to 
pe that way about the matter, they 
might as well call it the ‘Swiss 
rifle,’ inasmuch as a Swiss Men- 
nonite immigrant, Martin Meylin, 
made the first U. S, “long rifle’ 
in a tiny storage shed near Lan- 
caster in which he had set up a 
gun shop. 

It all came about when Govern- 
or Duff, of Pennsylvania, pro- 
claimed October 16 as ‘‘Pennsyl- 
vania rifle day,’’ declaring that the 
state’s ‘‘tremendous historical heri- 
tage’ had been neglected. 

Maurice Rohrbach, Swiss consul, 
in acknowledging Meylin’s gun- 
making genius said he was ‘‘proud 
that one of my countrymen had 
helped the Americans to gain their 
independence.” 

Gen. Jacob L, Devers, former 
chief of the army ground forces, 
praised the development of the 
Pennsylvania rifle. He said the 
principle of the soft leather ‘‘patch”’ 
used in the early guns is still uti- 
lized in today’s modern rapid-fire 
rifles, 

After the unveiling of the plaque, 
a rifle made by Meylin—the only 
known one in existence—was given 
to the Lancaster county -historical 
society by Martin B. Meylin, sev- 
enth generation descendant of the 
maker. 

And so the Pensylvania rifle came 
home to rest.

Best if Refrigerated 


NEW YORK. — Unlike bananas, 
hearing aid batteries should be 
kept in the re-frig-er-ator, That is 
the caution from one of the coun 
try’s biggest dry cell battery mak 
ers, f 
Winter or summer, when not in 
vse, surplus dry cell ‘‘A"’ batteries 
for hearing aids will last longer 
when kept at about the 45 degree 
fahrenheit temperature of the av 
erage refrigerator, according to 
W.S. Allen, general manager, Elec: 
trical Division, Olin Industries, Inc. 

As an added precaution, the bat: 
teries should be kept in a tightly 
sealed glass container which will 
reduce humidity and also prevent

Nylon Plastic May Give Aid 
To Many Arthritis Victims 


BOSTON. — Thousands of 
crippled arthritis victims have 
chance of being able to wall 
normally again through the use 
of nylon. 

Two Boston doctors—Dr. John 
Kuhns and Dr. Theodore A, Pot- 
ter—have evolved’ a technique 
employing nylon which enables 
arthritis sufferers to move their 
wasted knee joints again. 

A translucent sheet of nlyon 
plastic is used as a ‘shock ab- 
sorber’’ between the knee cap 
and the leg bone to prevent 
painful rubbing as the joint is 
articulated. 

Treatment of damaged knee 
joints has bogged down in the 
past because the cushion of 
healthy tissue separating the 
bones has been eaten away. At- 
tempts to insert tissue from the 
thigh between the knee bone 
ends failed to help.

more income. |

The row-crop farmer who 
turns t Oo conservation farming | 
may realize more net income 


by saving seed, fertilizer and la- | 
bor. Tom Findley, of the Keyton | 
Community, was depending up-| 
on peanuts as his only source of | 
income during the war years. 
Peanut yields were never what 
they should have been. Terraces 
were hard to keep up, and heavy 
rains often caused Mr. Finlay 
sleepless nights. He would lay 
awake wondering where his soil 
would be the next morning. 

Since Mr. Finlay became a co- 
operator of the Wiregrass Soil 
Conservation District, many 
changes have been made on his 
farm. Even before the peanut 
acreage was cut, cotton was ad- 
ded as another cash crop, blue 
lupine was planted after peanuts 
and oats were used as a grain 
crop. A pasture program was 
started; all the land reterraced, 
and the entire farm took on a 
new look. 

After three yaers of conserva- | 
tion farming Mr. Finlay is mak- 
ing more peanuts per acre, soil 
erosion has been reduced to a 
walk, and more crops are still) 
being added to his program. 
Some of the crops he is now us- 
ing in his conservation program 
are soybeans, ‘oats, lupine, crim- 
saon clover, bahia grass, rescue | 
grass and fescue grass. Cash is 
realized from the sale of peanuts 
cotton, soybeans, lupine seed, 
and crimson clover seed. 

A pasture development pro- 
gram is underway. Mr. Finley 
plans to add livestock as the pas- 
tures develop. In the meantime 
he will gather seed from the | 
grazing crops to supplement his | 
farm income. 

With the conservation pro-| 
gram that he is now following 
it is a good bet that Mr. Finley’s | 
Sleep will be more restful this 
winter.

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the said 13th day of Decem- 
ber, 1949; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. 
Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 13th day of December 
1949, an election will be held at 
the several polling places within 
the State of Alabama, in the man- 
ner and form provided by law, 
upon the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901; 

“(a) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama, or any 
amendment thereto heretofore 
adopted, the Governor shall from 
time to time issue negotiable in- 
terest bearing bonds for the pur- 
poses and in the manner and sub- 
ject to the limitations stated in this 
amendment, The bonds shall be 
the general obligation of the State 
of Alabama and the full faith and 
credit and taxing power of the 
State are hereby pledged to the 
punctual payment of the bonds and 
the interest thereon. The aggre- 
gate principal amount of all bonds 
issued hereunder shall not exceed 
two million dollars ($2,000,000) and 

| they shall mature within ten years 
from the date of issuance. 


“The proceeds from the sale of 
such bonds are hereby appropriated 
and shall be used solely for the 
construction of hospitals and hos- 
pital facilities pursuant to Act No. 
211, S. 107, approved July 7, 1945 
(General Acts of Alabama, 1945, 
page 330), or any act supplemental 
thereto or amendatory thereof; 
provided, that the funds appropri- 
ated hereby shall be used only for 
the construction of hospitals, 
clinics, or health centers under con- 
tracts which have been or are let 
on or after May 1, 1949, and that 
the funds shall be used to match 
federal funds available for hos- 
pital, clinic or health center pur-

Each county having no_ hospital, 
clinic or health center facilities shall 
be entitled to an allotment of not 
less than sixty thousand dollars 
i $60,000) for such facilities if ap- 
plication is made therefor before 
January 1 of each year. Any funds 
available for hospital, clinic or 
health center facilities remaining on 
January 1 of each year after allot- 
ments have been made to those 
counties having no such facilities 
and having not already received an 
allotment and which’ have made 
application therefor may be alloted 
to those counties having such fa- 
cilities which have made applica- 
tion therefor.

corporation shall be made only to 
such extent as will not result in 
the impairment of the obligation 
of any contract theretofore made 
with respect to said tax.

1852, Settling County Seat In Elba

The question of the location of the county seat 
came up again and the legislature on January 23, 1845, 
appointed commissioners to select, on or before the 
first day of March of that year, “forty acres of land 
which are within one mile of the center of Coffee 
County, which shall be selected as the permanent site 
or seat of justice for said county”. As soon as the 
selection was made the commissioners were required 
to have the town surveyed and laid off into convenient 
lots “suitable for a courthouse town’. The lots were 
to be sold to the highest bidders. After the sale of the 
lots they were required to contract for the building of 
a courthouse and a jail. 

The courthouse and jail were completed in 1846. 
They were made of logs and very crudely constructed. 
Some lots in the town site were sold, but there is no 
exact knowledge that any private buildings were erect- 
ed at Wellborn. 

The old courthouse was located about twelve 
miles west of Enterprise and one mile east of Damascus 
Baptist Church. 

About the time the county seat was set up at Well- 
born many settlers were moving in and around what 
is now Elba. These settlers “up the river” as they were 
called, wanted the courthouse moved there; while the 
settlers in the “piney woods” wanted it to remain at 

“Wellborn. 

The courthouse in Wellborn was destroyed by fire 
in March 1851, and the legislature on February 5, 1852, 
required the probate judge to procure suitable and 
separate books in which to record anew all deeds, mar- 
riage licenses and all other papers required by law to 
be recorded, which may be deposited in the office for 
that purpose. The same legislature on December 16, 
41851 authorized the judge of probate and the commis- 
sioners of roads and revenues, to levy a tax, not to 
exceed fifty percent of the state tax ‘for the express 
purpose of building a courthouse and appurtenances 
in and for said county.” 

The story still persists that the burning of the 
courthouse was arson, as most of the people were not 
satisfied with its location. There is nothing to support 
this story, for no charges were brought against anyone. 
It was the intention of the legislature for the new court 
house to be built on the location where the old one was 


burned.

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location of the courthouse and did not wish it rebuilt 
at Wellborn. The legislature had arbitrarily stated that 
the county seat should be close to the center of the 
county without taking into consideration the wishes of 
the people or the fact that the center area was the most 
sparsely settled in the county. Most of the people lived 
in the northern portion, centered around Elba at the 
junction of Pea River and Whitewater Creek; and at 
Indigo Head (Clintonville) located in township five, 
range twenty-one, section thirteen, and situated, as 
was Elba, on the main east and west road. 

Due to the opposition to rebuilding the courthouse 
at the relatively inaccessible Wellborn, the legislature, 
on January 30, 1852, passed an act directing the sheriff 
to hold an election on the first Monday in August, 1852, 
to determine the permanent location of the courthouse. 

The electors were authorized to select Eilba or 
Indigo Head and the town receiving the majority of 
votes cast was to be the county seat provided that the 
citizens of the town would build a good and substantial 
courthouse and jail free of charge to the county. 

Then came the day to vote. Settlers flocked into 
the villages and settlements to decide the future loca- 


tion of the Coffee County courthouse. 


The settlers from up the river outnumbered the 
piney woods settlers and cast the majority of the votes 
to move the courthouse to Elba. James D. McLean was 
sheriff at the time of the election. O. W. Garrett and 
John L. Benton were managers of the boxes. On Oct. 
5, 1852 they made and signed the certificate of the 
result of the election. It read as follows: 

“We, James D. McLean, sheriff of Coffee County; 
and O. W. Garrett and John L, Benton, managers of the 
election held yesterday at Wellborn, the courthouse of 
Coffee County, and different precincts in said county, 
do hereby certify that the following is a correct state- 
ment of the result of said election for the permanent 
seat of justice of Coffee County, under an act of the 
last session of the legislature of the Staté of Alabama, 
upon consolidating the returns from the several 


the ferry is not known but it is believed to have been 
in the early 1830's. 

In 1852 after Elba was selected as the county seat, 
the town was moved back from the river one-half mile, 
the town in the new location planned with the streets 
leading from the court square. 

In 1850 post offices were located at Geneva, 
Henderson’s Store, Rocky Head, Haw Ridge, and Victo- 
ria, besides Clintonville and Elba. In the election of 
4859 boxes were located at the following places: Elba, 
Danally, Coffee Corner, Tilmon’s Mill, Simmons’ Mill, 
Smut Eye, Indigo Head, Haw Ridge, Grant, Wellborn, 
Geneva, Flat Creek, Old Town, and Rushing. 

With the growth of the town the citizens of Ben- 
tonville thought that a new name would be more 
suitable for the thriving community. The name was 
changed in 1846 by placing different names in a hat 
and drawing. Each person at a mass meeting held, 
could submit one name. John B. Simmons who had been 
reading a biography of Napoleon Bonaparte containing 
reference to the island to which he was banished, 
placed the name of Elba in the hat and Elba was drawn. 
In 1852 when by an act of the State Legislature, a 
voting precinct was created, the new name was offi- 
cially recognized. 

The land on which Elba is located was entered by 
Ephraim King on February 17, 1836. About the year 
1840 King sold his holdings to John B, Simmons and 
his brother-in-law, Cappa T. Yelverton. Simmons and 
Yelverton organized the Simmons Mercantile Company 
which was the first store in Elba. For many years the 
post office was located in their store building and Mr. 
Simmons served as postmaster, They called the town 
“Bentonville” in honor of Colonel Thomas Hart Benton 
Senator from Missouri who won the favor of Alabama 
in the Creek war of 1813-14 serving in Alabama and, 
commanding Fort Montgomery. 


Coffee County has been hard hit by floods and 


other disasters resulting in great loss to the county 


and additional expenditures necessary to rebuild. 

In 1929 the greateset flood in the history of Coffee 
County hit Elba. The flood destroyed homes of poor 
and wealthy alike, costing the citizens of Elba thous- 
ands of dollars in loss. The flood also played havoc 
with the roads and bridges throughout the county. 


This cost the ‘county several thousand dollars. 


During the last weeks of the 
Civil War, William Crawford 
Bibb, of Montgomery, was com~ 
missioned as an agent of Alaba- 
ma’s Governor Thomas H. Watts 
to trade cotton in Mobile for 
shoes and clothing for Confede- 
rate soldiers. Bibb made his way 
through te army lines and rea~ 
ched Washington. But pust be- 
fore the interview with President 
Lincoln, the news came that Lee 
had surrendered.

It had taken eleven years for the people of Coffee 
County to agree on a permanent site for the county 
seat. 

John Claxton was the first Probate Judge of the 
county. He was elected in 1840 and served until 1855. 
He was succeeded by P. D. Costello. 

After the county seat had been moved to Elba the 
county sold the old county seat property at Wellborn 
to William Peacock. There were forty acres in the plot 
which sold for two hundred and ten dollars. 

Information gathered from various sources lead 
us to believe that the early settlers began to drift into 
the old settlement of Wellborn many years before the 
courthouse was put there. The name given to the old 
settlement was “Burnt Bull’, but after the courthouse 
was located there the name was changed to Wellborn. 

The Peacocks moved there from Georgia. Shortly 

after William Peacock moved, he returned to Georgia 
on a business trip. While there he became ill and died. 
Due to poor transportation in those days his body could 
not be returned, so he was buried in Georgia. His 
widow, Hanna, and most of her children remained in 
Coffee County for the remainder of their lives. The 
Peacocks bought all the land around the old site of 
Wellborn.Peacock Cemetery, located at the site of the 
forgotten village, is among the older cemeteries in this 
part of the country. It is said that a great number of 
the early settlers were buried there, but that no mark- 
ers were put on the graves, which have become lost. 
Some of the graves supposedly have been plowed over 
for many years by those tending the farm on which 
the old graveyard is located. 

The Peacock tombstones stand huddled in a field. 
They were hewn from limestone obtained from nearby 
Wellborn Creek. The inscriptions on these tombstones 
are still visible even though some of them have been 
standing almost a century. The inscription on one of 
the graves reads:“Hannah Peacock, Born January 17, 
1795 - Departed February 17, 1867 - Age 72 years.” 

Nothing remains today at the site of Wellborn but 
an open field and the old Peacock Cemetery. 

The citizens of Elba were well pleased over the 
selection of their town as the county seat. A mass 
meeting was held and F. M. Garrons, Nicajah Harper 
and James N. Cauthen were appointed to the building 
committee to see to the courthouse and jail, B. B. 
Simmons donated the square for the courthouse and a 
suitable lot for the jail. It is not known how the money 
was raised to pay for the courthouse and jail, for Elba 
was not incorporated at that time. 

The courthouse, when completed, was a two-story 
building with a painted paling fence around it. As 
tobacco chefing was prevalent, it was customary to 
keep sawdust on the floor of the court room. To this 
end barrels of sawdust were provided. 

The title to the jail and courthouse was conveyed 
to the County September 12, 1853. It is interesting to 
note that the courthouse has remained on the same 
square in Elba since that time. 

Elba had its economic beginning with the estab- 
lishment of a ferry across Pea River between what is 
now Claxton and Polk Streets, The ferry was establish- 
ed by a Mr. McLane. The exact date of the building of
